SLEPT AFTER OPERATION. 


In a few moments the patient fell into a 
slumber, from which he did not awake for 
more than an hour. 

Some of those who saw the King at the 
military exercises at Aldershot, while not- 
ing the pallor of his face, his general air 
of lassitude and abstraction, did not deem 
it anything serious. 

It is now known that he was bearing up 
through sheer will power and that every 
minute was agonizing to him. 

Upon his return to London the Lon- 
don press maintained a pretense that the 
King was in good health 

The papers commented upon his vigor 
and his robust appearance. 

Upon the King’s arrival at Paddington 
last week his real condition began to be 
known. His feebleness, as the carriage 
doors were thrown open, was apparent. 

He spoke petulantly to his attendants 
and seemed upon the verge of collapse. 

Then, after a few days’ silence, there 
came the notice of the postponement of the 
coronation ceremonies and of the opera- 
tion upon the King. It is said that the op- 
eration was decided upon on the day fol- 
lowing the King’s arrival at the palace. 


KING IGNORED WARNINGS. 


Sir Francis Laking, who has been in 
close attendance upon the King for sev- 
eral weeks, became anxious at his symp- 
toms, and warned him against further ex- 
ertion. 

The King persisted in adhering to the pro- 
gram as long as his strength lasted, 
gave a great deal of time to its persona! 
supervision. 

Upon his collapse on Monday of last week, 
Sir Thomas Barlow, the English specialist 
in paralytic affections, was called to his 
bedside. 

On the next day the King suffered a 
slight atack of paralysis, and became men- 
tally clouded. 

He drove out the following day, accom- 
panfed by his physician and his speedy re- 
covery was thereupon predicted. 

The control of his mental hallucinations 
became a serious problem for the physi- 
clans. 

He seemed downcast. 

He was burdened with a conviction that 
he would never live to wear the British 
crown. He insisted upon unceasing atten- 
tions upon the part of the physicians and 
worried greatly over symptoms which had 
no real connection with his trouble. 

The King’s sudden collapse during Mon- 
day's great popular welcome is regarded 
by the physicians as the direct outcome of 
his resolve not to disappoint the people 
so long as he was able to follow the pro- 


gram. 


SURGEONS ACT QUICELY. 


The decision to perform an operation on 
the King was acted upon with the utmost 
speed. 

The members of the royal family had 
been summoned and were present when it 
took place. 

Queen Alexandra, pale and nervous, met 
her grandchildren, who were.driven from 
the York house to the palace shortly after 
1 o'clock. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales were 
at the palace during the operation, and 
met the various members of the royal 
families as they arrived. 

Before the gates a great crowd gathered. 
A constant stream of carriages rolled 
through the entrance, 

During the afternoon over 2000 callers, 
including almost all the foreign represent- 
atives in London, left their cards. 

All the royal princes called in person on 
the Prince of Wales and bade him good-by. 
Many of them will depart immediately 
for their respective countries, 

It is estimated that the loss entailed in 
innumerable directions by the abandon- 
ment of the coronation festivities will 
cause hundreds of bankruptcies, owing to

Winston Churchill, in His “The 
Crisis,“ Wrote Entertainingly of 
His Royal Highness’ Experi- 
ences at the Fair Grounds, 


Today when Engtand’s King ungers be- 
tween life and death old St. Lou'‘sans are 
recalling the week in the autumn of 1860 
when the King, then the Prince of Wales, 
was the guest of St. Louis. 

All of those who temember his visit unite 
in speaking of him as an unassuming, fine- 
looking fellow in his early twenties, whose 
pleasing manners won him many friends, 

His appearance at the Fair Grounds on 
the Thursday of Fair Week is the impres- 
sion that remains with most of those who 
saw him. Charles Parsons of the State 
Bank, corner of Locust and Fourth, was 
in Detroit when the prince crossed over 
from Canada. He saw him when he left 
the land of his own people to come upon 
that of the United States. 

Mr. Parsons spoke of his coming as fol- 
lows: 

„We were standing down at the dock 
when the ferryboat bearing the prince ar- 
rived. Great crowds ran down the levee. 
There was such a rush that at first the 
prince seemed frightened. It seemed as 
if he feared a hostile demonstration. He 
soon saw, however, that his hosts were! 
friendly. 3 

“To me he seemed a nice, modest, gentle- 
roanly young fellow, about 20 years of age. 


JOKE ON THE PRINCE. 

“T was not in St. Louis when he came, 
but some timg before his arrival a physi- 
clan here by the name of Dr. Bohannon con- 
ceived a rather original practical joke. 

„He secured a costume of red with much 
silver trimming for himself and another 
equally striking for a young friend of his. 
They went over to East St. Louis, where 
they donned these garments and took seats 
in a four-in-hand which they had sent for 
them. They were taken on the ferry and 
from there through the streets of St. Louis. 

“Everyone thought they were the Duke 
of Newcastle and the Prince of Wales. 

J was talking to Mr. Henry D. Bacon on 
Walnut street when they passed and we, 
as well as many others, were deceived.” 


E. R. NORRIS REMNISCENT. 

Edmund R. Norris, president of the Tay- 
lor Baking Powder Co., was a guest of the 
Fair Grounds Association when the prince 
was here, and shook hands with his royal 
highness. He speaks of the day thus: 

“We were all at the Fair Grounds. The 
prince came out in a carriage drawn by 
four horses.

LONDON, June %.—Financial ruin is an 

element of the general grief for thousands 
of London tradesmen. 

Twenty million dollars is a conservative 
estimate of the loss sustained by those who 
have invested money in seating arrange- 
ments, food, timber, decorations, etc., on 
account of the postponement of the corona- 
tion. 

Hundreds of firms will be forced into 
bankruptcy by the totally unexpected ca- 
lamity which has befallen them. 

This estimate in no way includes the 
enormous losses the insurance companies 
must pay. 

London was humming with the noise of 
preparation for the coronation when the 
news of the King's grave illness came like 
a bolt from the blue sky. 

In an instant the scene was changed. 

Scarcely had the bulletin announcing the 
postponement of the coronation been posted 
before the news was all over London. The 
busy carpenters, with one common accord, 
all stopped, and where a minute before had 
been all rattle and noise and busy prepara- 
tion, was now stillness. 

The sudden silence that fell upon the 
miles of stands awed the vast crowds that 
filled the streets. The workmen sat idle 
upon the unfinished platforms, now almost 
ready for the holiday crowds. In low tones 
they discussed the grave calamity and what 
it portended. 

Then, as suddenly as it had stopped, the 
hammering was resumed all over London; 
but this time it was not to build, but 1— 
tear down. 


over the city began to demolish the stands 
which had been put up for the accommoda- 
tion of the thousands who were in London 
to see the brilliant pageants. 


It had all happened in an hour’s time. 


London had been turned from joyous 
preparation for the King’s coronation to 
the destruction of the mighty preparations 
which had been made at a cost of millions 
for an event that now might never be.

Barricades that tradesmen had put up 
to guard their windows were removed.

Quickly the holiday dress was removed 
and London assumed a sombre apbear- 
ance in keeping with the troubled faces 
of the people. 

By order of the lord mayor, workmen 
demolished the stands erected in front of 
the Mansion House in Piccadilly. The 
preparations had teen nearly completed. 
It was gorgeous with decorations. Here 
alone the workmen continued the 
stands.

LONDON, June %.—Everybody’s thoughts 
are turning to the Prince of Wales, who 
appears to be destined soon to ascend the 
throne. 

“What manner of man is our future 
King?“ the British are asking. 

The necessity for the question tells its 
own tale. 

The Prince of Wales is a negative, unin- 
teresting character, who has never made 
any impression on public sentiment. He 
is alike insignificant in appearance, mind 
and ambition. 

He lacks entirely the genialty, tact and 
kingliness of his father. 

He has never shown a marked passion 
for anything, except stamp collecting and 
fishing. 

He has avoided taking the sacial lead 
his position as the Prince of Wales gives 
him. a 

He heads no set. 

He is dull, rather shy and retiring in 
society. 

When he attends functions, it is so mani- 
featly a disagreeable duty that his pres- 
ence acts as a damper. 

Unlike the King, who loved to enjoy him- 
self and see every one bright and gay 
around him, the prince is subpect.to fits 
of intense depression, when he is unap- 
With the family history of 
insanity in mind, the increasing frequency 
of these attacks have caused his circle no 
small concern. j 

He is said to entertain great contempt 
for the King’s intimates, especially the plu- 
tocrats, whom he loses no opportunity of 
snubbing. 

He @ares nothing about the arts, drama 
or literature. 

He has inherited his mother’s obstinacy 
about trifies and resembles the late Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg (Duke of Edinburgh) in 
his tastes for the wine cup. 


NWO INTEREST IN POLITICS. 

King Edward is known to have liberal 
tendencies in politic# and the humanitarian 
instincts of his mother. 

The prince has never shown the slightest 
concern about public affairs, and it is 
greatly feared that he may fall under the 
influence of the clique of obscure Tory aris- 
tocrats whose company alone seems to at- 
tract him. 

Under his sway the court is expected to 
resume the dowdyish character which his 
father has abolished. 

In no way would his accession be an im- 
provement for the Prineess of Wales, as 
exclusive as she is in her friendships and 
ambitions. 

A few years ago the Prince made a fool 
of himself by his infatuation for the beau- 
tiful Princess Henry of Pless, and that ex- 
perience changed his hitherto good-hu- 
mored, vivacious wife into a sad, reserved 
woman. 

He has long since returned to her lawful 
allegiance, but the scar remains, and the 
Princess has little thought beyond her 
children. 

Since the accession of King Edward they 
have been completely overshadowed. 

England would welcome them to the 
throne with her usual loyalty, but less than 
her usual enthusiasm. 

If King Edward dies the Prince of Wales 
will succeed to the throne of Great Britain 
and Ireland as King George V. 

Prince George and Duke of York, as he 
was known at different periods of his 
grandmother's reign, was a sallor with 
but little hope of anything loftier than the 
supreme admiralty of the royal navy. 

Three lives—nay, three deatns—lay between 
George and the throne a decade ago—an 
old woman, the lovable, feeble and idolized, 
Victoria, his grandmother, whom all Brit- 
ons revered; a gray-haired and gouty man, 
his father, and his elder brother, the Duke 
of Clarence, a pale, colorless man, placid 
and bloodless. 

BECOMING GEORGE, THE MAN. 

Deeming himself too far removed from the 
throne for reasonable hope, George the 
rince, set out to become George the man. 

From end to end of the world he has dined 
with kings and drank with sailors. Re- 
question his superior officers to divest him 
of all the ceremonies that pertain to roy- 
alty, and stepping thereby to the plane of 
his fellow men, he became a close observer 
of the doings of the world. 

The possible accession of the Duke of 
Clarence to the throne was regarded with 
popular misgiving.

He has all the obstinacy 
of George IV and William IV, but a much 
greater degree of enlightenment. 

Unlike his elder brother, who was ex- 
tremely economical and careful in his ex- 
penditures, Prince George is inclined to be 
extravagant while the fact of his being 
a sailor is, perhaps, the cause of his hav- 
ing been the hero of many love affairs. 

He is devoid of affectation and very dem- 
ocratic in his ways. He abhors hollow 
form, pretense and conventionality. He 
abominates snobbery. He has been the 
terror of the ancient court officials who 
regard etiquette as part and parcel of their 
creed. 


QUEEN’S FAVORITE GRANDSON. 

He was the favorite grandchild of Queen 
Victoria, possibly because he was just the 
one of all her expensive family of more 
than seventy grandchildren who professed 
its reverence for her. 

Prince George bears a striking resem- 
blance to his aunt, the Empress Dowager 
of Russia, not only in general form and 
cast of countenance, but in disposition and 
expression. 

Upon the death of his brother, the Duke 
of Clarance, Prince George married the 
Princess of Teck, to whom the former was 
betrothed, 

For reasons of state, Princess May of 
Teck was betrothed, to Prince Clarence in 
1891 and the wedding was fixed for Feb. 27, 
1892. It wae to have been celebrated in St 
George's Chapel. 

A month before the marriage was to have 
taken place and during a visit from his 
brother, Prince George, the Duke of Clar- 
ence, died of pneumonia. 

Scarcely a month — his burial rumors 
arose of the probable marriage of Prince 
George to his brother's fiancee. 

Among royal families these matters are 
fixed not so much by sentiment as by de- 
cree. Hearts are but ill considered in at- 
fairs of state. 

So it was that by request of the ag- 
grieved Queen Victoria, the Princess May 
was plighted to Prince George. 

In many respects it was a fortunate match 
for England. 

They were married in St. James Chapel 
June 6, 1893, and three of the strongest and 
prettiest of children have blessed the union. 

When the Duke of Edinburgh, his uncle,

But if the King survives his present ordeal there will still re- 
main the keen disappointment of the failure of all the elaborate 
plans for his coronation and the tremendous loss to the nation 
and especially to London. The coronation was a double celebra- 
tion—the crowning of a popular King and the return of peace 
after a bitter war. 
That King Edward and his people have the profound sympathy 
and good wishes of the civilized world is manifest. Americans es- 
pecially who have always found in Edward a staunch friend and 
who are closely bound to the British people by ties of blood, 
education and civilization deeply sympathize with the British 
people.

Experiments have been commenced at 
the Chain of Rocks waterworks plant 
which are designed to show whether the 
water can be made clearer by thorough 
settling, without the use of a coagulant, 
and without mechanical filtration. 

It has been arranged to ump water 
through siphons from the first to the 
third of the settling basins at the Chain 
ef Rocks. From the third basin the 
water will flow into a conduit. Three 
siphons connect the first and second 
basins, and the same number the second 
and third basins. 

The siphans will skim the water from the 
surface, leaving the sediment behind. By 
the time the third basin is reached, it is 
hoped that the water will be found greatly 
clarified. 

The effect of the experiment will not be 
noticeable in the city water supply for the 
present, as the water which is rendered 
clearer in this manner will mix with the 
water from other basins not provided with 
siphons, but the results will be readily dis. 
cernible at the waterworks. -

BRINGS ANOTHER BIG RAFT. 


Capt. Winans, Champion Lumber Pilot, 
Towed 6,500,000 Feet. 

The remainder of an immense lumber 
raft which started from Stillwater, Minn., 
18 days ago, was moored at the foot of 
Salisbury street, Tuesday, by Capt. George 
Winans. It „ conv aines 6,500,000 feet 
of lumber, but 5,000, feet were discharged 
at Plasa, leaving 1,500,000 feet to be un- 
loaded here. 

Earlier in the season Capt. Winans pi- 
loted a record-breaker from the same 
point. It contained 14,000,000 feet of sawed 
lumber and was the largest cargo ever 
floated down the Mississippi river. Capt. 
Winans has piloted these craft down the 

tream for 46 years. 

"To give an idea of the magnitude of its 
dimensions, the raft at n street is 
96 feet wide and 820 feet long. It contains 
120 cribs of lumber, each crib_ bein 16 
feet square and 26 inches deep.

University Is Not Officially Interested, 
Though Its Former Students 
Will De the Work. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June %.—One ot 
the most important announcements of the 
Yale commencement season was the refer- 
ence by President Hadley in his address this 
morning to a plan to send a group of Yale 
men to establish a mission in the far East. 

This mission, which is the first of its 


kind to be established by graduates of any 
American college, is to be conducted along 
the broadest lines, carrying on evangelical, 
medical and, especially, educational work 
in a large student center in North China. 
It is to be undenominational and indepen- 
dent of any existing society, but will work 
in harmony with them and in especially 
close sympathy with the American board. 
This society has promised its moral sup- 
port and its co-operation in certain practi- 
cal matters, such as the purchase and dis- 


tribution of supplies. 

The mission is to be under the leadership 
of Rev. Harlan P. Beach of the class of 
1878, at present educational secretary of the 
student aiprentese movement, and, from 
1883 to 1890, a missionary in ina.
